| of him, he should begin to assume 
some responsibility for his night 
habits, 


Up to about 3 years of age, though 
almost any child may relapse, tem- 
porarily, into baby habits. Just a 
cold or an illness or some emo- 
tional event, such as a parent going 
away or a new baby in the family, 
may upset him and release his new- 
found controls.+ 

The parent who hounds the child 
constantly to “tell” her when he 
needs to go to the toilet, or pulls 
the child from his warm bed sev- 
eral times a night, to insure dry- 
ness, is doing little to train toward 
control is keeping his mind 
too constantly on his toilet needs 
She is making him aware of the 
power he has—by refusing her de- 
mands—to be victorious over her 
She is cultivating at night the 
habit of frequent urination instead 
of the exercisé of continence 

Every parent, during this time, 
should display an expectation 
that the child wants to be dry 
and will eventually. Accidents 
are minimized and success drama- 
tized. If some gold stars and a 
chart helo the child to see the 
results of his effort, by all means 
use them. But remember it is 
the child’s effort and his belfef 
in his ability to succeed, not the 
gold stars, that work the miracle. 

It may help the younger child 
who goes to bed right after a meal 
to dim h the amount of liquid 
at bedtime. I doubt efficacy 
with older children, especially those 
who want a drink and might wet the
